(tem porary nam e for th e former 
Field Club) w as given at city 
council m eeting this w eek on 
referral from the park board as 
having already been approved 
by that board and by th e p lan ­ 
ning comm ission. 
U nanim ously 
approving 
the 
p lan s the council w as show n the 
detailed plan as presented by 
P lanning E xpert Ralph Cornell. 


AS NOW LAID OUT T he Field 
w ill house a baseball diam ond 
in the northw est portion of the 
area w ith stands, designated to 
accom m odate in excess of 1800 
persons, to face northeast. At the 
southw est portion of th e area 
extending eastw ard is th e setup 
for rodeos, horse s h o w s and 
other eq u estrian e v e n t s with 
stands b u ilt in a straig h t line 
facing southeast set to accom ­ 
m odate approxim ately 3500 p a ­ 
trons. 
A parking area has been pro­ 
v id e d for on the extrem e north 
fvest corner and eventually, with 
. (he rem oval of the housing proj­ 
ect on the east portion of the 
property several y e a r s hence, 
th a t portion of ground w ill also 
be utilized for p a r k i n g . The 
eastern portion of th e existing 
g r o u n d s w ill be utilized for 
horse stalls and other necessary 
b u i l d i n g s for m aintenance. 
Stands for the baseball diam ond, 
b u ilt in a V shape behind home 
plate, are so designed th a t a d ­ 
ditions m ay be m ade on each 
end as the need arises. Layouts 
for two softball diam onds have 
been incorporated to fit in with 
these plans also.

The Park, slightly less than 22 
acres, will tak e more planning

w as decided by the council th aj 
Cornell w ould 
be retained at 
the sam e rate of pay for which 
he w as hired for The Field, a p ­ 
proxim ately $133 per acre, or 
roughly $2800 total. 
According to sentim ent of the 
council the hiring of Cornell for 
planned economy is "m oney well 
spent.”

City M an­ 
ager W illiam A l w o r t h said 
work w ould commence im m e­ 
diately on the installation of 
w iring for the lighting of the 
trees.

Sales Tax Off

Two 
reports 
from 
the 
city 
treasurer, R. W. Peterson, to city 
council th is w eek divulged the 
interesting statistics that sales 
tax receipts for the year 1948-49 
were m ore than $8000 lower than 
the period of 1947-48, and th at 
during th e first ten days of July 
that: there w as still an income 
from parking m eters despite the 
removal of a large percentage of 
the m echanism s for the sum m er. 
For th e period from July 1948 
to July 1, 1949 a total of $122. 
277.51 w as received in sale* tax 
receipts or $8464.26 less th an for 
the sam e period in the preceding 
fiscal year. 
And for the tw o weeks ending 
July 10. $193.36 had been re­ 
ceived from 1he parking m eters 
s i n c e th e previous collection, 
m aking a total of $6735.75 since 
inception of the "gadgets.” 
Await Action 
On Indian Bill 
In Congress 


With the last r e p o r t from 
W ashington on the local Indian 
reservation question indicating 
no action as yet, speculation by 
local leaders indicates lh at the 
bills, S. 2152 and H. R. 5310, 
m ight still be passed on a com ­ 
promise plan and presented to 
the president for signature be­ 
fore adjournm ent of congress. 
A m essage to one of the local 
leaders from Toby Morris. M. C„ 
and chairm an of the subcom m it­ 
tee on Indian affairs, said: 
"S. 2152 is a senate companion 
bill to H. R. 5310 w hich has 
passed th e house of representa­ 
tives. It is m y understanding 
th at th e senate com m ittee on 
Interior and In su lar affairs has 
t a b l e d S. 2152 and approved 
H. R. 5310 in lieu thereof w ith 
am endm ents.” 
Most of the local leaders who 
have studied th e situation feel 
th at th e joint com m ittee, three 
m em bers from the house and 
three from th e senate, are a t­ 
tem pting a comprom ise on the 
m atter of section three of the 
original H. R. 5310 which called 
for 25 y ear leases, airport lease 
and golf course lease for the 
city.

Legalized Poker 


Plan Submitted 


For Consideration 


A question w as propounded to 
city council th is week in the 
interest of gaining official re ­ 
action on legalized, public card 
rooms in the Village as is done 
in G a r d e n a . San Diego, El- 
Centro, Beaumont, Barstow and 
other southern California towns. 
A proposal w as forwarded for 
this in the repeal of City O rdi­ 
nance No. 21. which at the pres­ 
ent tim e outlaw s draw poker in 
the city of Palm Springs, a l­ 
though it is legal under state 
laws. W ith th is w as proposed an 
ordinance to am end the present 
licensing ordinance which would 
license card rooms at the rate 
of $1500 per quarter plus $1000 
application fee. 


IT WAS BROUGHT OUT th at 
the action w ould attract visitors 
to Palm Springs who now p a ­ 
tronize Las Vegas and other d e s­ 
ert resorts where gam bling is 
legal. In addition. It w as pointed 
out. the establishm ent of three 
or four of such in the city, under 
adequate supervision of the po­ 
lice departm ent and the city 
council, would m ean sufficient 
income to the city annually to 
attend to m any exigencies which 
are now m inim ized or deleted 
altogether from the city's pro­ 
gram due to lack of funds. 
M ainly, it w as said, the e s­ 
tablishm ent of such a practice 
w ould "give the people som e­ 
thing to do” besides going to 
bar- ,->r shows, the only types of 
public am usem ents available at 
present. In addition It w as said 
the entire operation would be 
directed 
under 
official 
super­ 
vision rather th an illegal and il­ 
licit operations. 


THE PROPOSAL w as brought 
to the council’s attention by Jed 
O stling who acted on his own 
behalf as a private individual. 
Council, after deliberation, d e ­ 
cided not to attem pt to m ake 
any effort on such a controver­ 
sial, subject, urgipg th at it be 
brought to the m atter of the 
people them selves. 
To go on record for this, a m o­ 
tion w as m ade th a t the council 
go on record as upholding all 
ordinances 
pertaining 
to 
the 
subject in effect a t the present 
tim e. The motion w as passed 
unanim ously.

D isposition of El M irador hotel 
property, long in litigation, w as 
thrown w ide open again this

the United States 
Court of A ppeals handed down 
a ruling M onday th at former 
owners of th e once swank Village 
hotel are not entitled to priority 
in 
repurchasing

from the W ar Assets A dm inistra­ 
tion. 
The 
dehcision 
overruled 
a 
federal district court Judgm ent 
in favor of the former owners on 
litigation they started in J a n ­ 
uary, 1948. 


THAT RULING 
was 
to 
the 
effect 
th a t 
the 
Palm 
Springs 
Holding corporation which suc­ 
ceeded 
th e 
original 
owners, 
should be allow ed first chance to 
huy the hotel which w as Torney 
General H ospital during the w ar 
years. 
Former 
ow ners 
are 
W arren 
Pinney, Ralph LaCoe and Harney 
Construction 
company 
of 
San 
Francisco. They filed suit a year 
and a h alf ago to be declared 
legal form er owners after the 
WAA had ruled against them . 


DISTRICT COURT 
ruled 
1n 
favor and the government a p ­ 
pealed and won a reversal. 
The ap p ellate court ruled th at 
the original corporation which 
owned the hotel had dissolved 
after thp goverm ent acquired the 
hotel for general hospital pur­ 
chases for $425.000 in 1942. 
The form er owners advanced 
the contention th a t priority to re ­ 
purchase th e hotel was one of the 
assets of the original corporation 
and should be passed to the 
successor com pany. 


FURTHER DELAT in disposi 
tion of th e former fam ous El 
M irador w as seen in the possi­ 
bility of new litigation. 
On a recent visit to the Village, 
Pinney rem arked th at in the 
event the appellate court decis­ 
ion w ent a g ain st this organiza­ 
tion. he w ould carry the case 
to the U nited States suprem e 
court. 
T hat w ould probably take the 
better p art of another year, it 
w as pointed out by city officials.

Campaign Nears Climax

Urges Large Vote Tuesday 


In Battle tor Zone Controls 


(EDITORIAL) 
IT'S A THOUSAND TO ONE 


If anv resident or property owner of the Desert Area 
weighs the possible benefits of UNCONTROLLED IN­ 
DUSTRY a t the proposed cement mill site against the 
possible PERMANENT DAMAGE it would do to property 
values and business, there is but one logical conclusion. 
Not by the furthest stretch of imagination could the 
benefits outweigh possible harm. The odds are 1000 to 1 
against it. We cannot possibly see how anyone could look 
upon it otherwise. 
T„T„ ., 
That's why the Palm Springs vote AGAINST the 
special zone (a “NO” vote) at next Tuesday’s election 
should be practically unanimous. It will take an over­ 
whelming "no” vote in this area, however, to prevent 
establishment of the uncontrolled industrial zone. The 
Guiberson interests have flooded the county with propa­ 
ganda to the effect, that a vote against the M-2 zone will 
kill industry and employment in Riverside county. While 
it will do nothing of the sort, conditions are such right 
now that a lot of people in other sections of the county 
will fall for the wild claims. So it will take a big "no” 
vote in this area to make up for what seems to be a 
strong sentiment in favor of the measure in certain other 
sections.

, 
Residents of the Desert Area should not only vote at 
this special election but see that all their friends ®ufl 
business acquaintances do also. We have a severe handi­ 
cap, as it is, with the election coming in the middle of 
the summer. It can only be made up by EV ER'i SINGLE 
VOTER who is here now going to the polls next Tuesday. 
If every voter called but a few of his—or her friends, 
all could be reminded to vote. 


ABOUT 900 VOTERS have written in applying for ab­ 
sentee ballots. These people are reminded th at they must 
vote by next Monday (in accordance with instructions 
furnished) and mail the ballot IMMEDIATELY. These 
votes are highly important. This issue of The Desert 
Sun will reach almost all of these people in time to serve 
as a final reminder. But it will take immediate action. 
So—do it NOW! 
If this editorial were to be read by voters outside the 
Palm Springs area, we could present a score of sound 
arguments w hy it would be to THEIR best interests to 
vote against this uncontrolled industrial zone. But, since 
the bulk of o ur readers live in the Desert Area, this seems 
unnecessarv. A brief review of the issue should suffice. 
The Guiberson interests want the voters of the county 
to grant them a zone near the Palm Springs station for 
the operation of a cement plant over which the county 
government would have no control. Mr. Guiberson says 
this is his “vested right.” They have shown an unwilling­ 
ness to apply for, and operate under, a permit from the 
county which would require that the plant would not be 
a menace to the surrounding property as THEY CLAIM 
IT WILL NOT BE. Guiberson wants exemption from any 
control. 
. . , 
, 
j u 
Without a permit system, which is even favored by 
most industries themselves. Riverside county would not 
offer its residents, property owners and business interests 
the protection which most other counties do. 1 he only 
possible reason for an exemption would be that the in­ 
dustry was so far removed from business or residential 
development that there was no protest against it. w hat­ 
soever. Otherwise, a permit should be required just like 
it is in Los Angeles and most other Southern California 
counties. 


A GOOD EXAMPLE of the issue involved here is the 
recent bill which restricts the density of smoke which 
orchard owners can create in protecting their trees 
against frost. It might seem to Mr. Guiberson that these 
orchard owners have a “vested right 
to protect their 
crops against total loss WITHOUI RESTRICTION. Per­ 
haps a few of the orchard owners take the same position. 
But the state legislature—and most of the growers—agree 
that the SMOG DAMAGE to surrounding property makes 
CONTROL necessary. So the orchardists must conform 
to certain regulations in the protection of their crops. 
This is precisely what Mr. Guiberson is being asked 
to do—but so far has REFUSED TO DO. He wants to have 
his cement mill without restrictions th at would be placed 
upon his plant under the permit system. 
We leave it to any honest, fair-minded person. \\ hat 
is RIGHT? Ail of us operate our businesses, our automo­ 
biles and our homes under regulations th at protect others 
—their property and their lives. We do not expect 
as 
Mr. Guiberson does—that mere ownership of property 
gives the rig h t to use it as we please, regardless of the 
effect upon others. 
A vote “N O ” next Tuesday denies Mr. Guiberson that 
right—leaves him the alternative of applying for a per­ 
mit that will guarantee surrounding property owners the 
protection to which they are entitled. It gives all property 
owners THROUGHOUT THE COUNTY assurance of the 
same protection of their property. It WILL NOT keep 
industry out of the county or lessen the opportunity of 
more employment. 
The issue is as clear and simple as t h a t ! ________

L. C . Lewis Reiterates Sole Issue 


Before Voters is Regulation; Charges 


Opponents W ith Misrepresenting Facts 


Last minute appeal to all desert residents to vote next 
Tuesday at the all-important election to decide, not 
whether a cement mill shall be built near Palm Springs 
but whether reasonable controls shall be maintained, was 
sounded by L. C. Lewis, president of Desert Associates 
yesterday. 
W ith proponents of unregulat­ 
ed industry using a vast slush 
fund to becloud th e real issue 
it is up to every desert resident 
who believes in sane industrial 
controls and who desires to pro­ 
tect his property and job, to go 
to his polling place Tuesday and 
stam p a cross opposite the "No” 
on his ballot, Lewis said. 


THE 
HOTTEST 
ELECTION 
cam paign in the county’s his­ 
tory was draw ing to a close w ith 
Desert 
Associates 
em phasizing 
the real issue—th a t of control or 
no control— and the opposition, 
fronted by three supervisors from 
Riverside and two S. A. G uiber­ 
son attorneys, evading that issue 
and stressing em ploym ent and 
vested rights, neither of which 
Desert Associates say. are affect 
erf at the polls next Tuesday. 
M eetings at W est Riverside and 
Coachella V alley th is week feat­ 
ured debates in which desert 
speakers ham m ered on the issue 
of control and cem ent m ill in ­ 
terests shouted industry. 


NINE POLLING PLACES will 
open in the V illage at 7 a. m. 
Tuesday and rem ain open until 
7 p. m. In the m ain, the precinct 
voting places are the sam e as 
those employed in last Novem­ 
ber’s general election. 
The count In th e city is ex­ 
pected to be over quickly but re ­ 
turns from the rem ainder of the 
county m ay come in slowly and 
absentee ballots, of which al 
most 1,000 have already been 
voted, will not be counted until 
five days after the election. 


THE CAMPAIGN has run the 
gam ut of federal investigation of 
the Associates w hich fizzled io 
a current grand jury quiz into 
the actions of the uncontrolled 
zoning adherents ranging from 
charges of m i s u s e of county 
funds to m ail political propa­ 
ganda. to a spurious letter p u r­ 
porting to come from the county 
clerk’s office and favoring the 
disputed ordinance 348-A. 
Despite the failure of an a t­ 
tem pt to link Desert Associates 
w ith the so-called cem ent trust, 
this claim w as still being a d ­ 
vanced in Riverside to sw ay vo­ 
ters against the desert program.

Plans for reforestation of a 
portion of th e bum ed-out area 
swept, by the 
1943 fire were 
m apped a t a m eeting of the 
m ountain ch ap ter of the Izaak 
W alton league. 
The particular section under 
consideration is in the vicinity 
of the dum p, betw een Idyllw ild 
and M ountain Center. The proj­ 
ect w ill be conducted jointly by 
the U. S. 
Forest 
Service 
and 
Izaak W alton League. 
A rrangem ents a re being m ade 
to p r o c u r e several thousand 
seedlings from th e U. S. forest 
service nursery in Northern C ali­ 
fornia. M em bers of the Izaak 
W alton League w ill assist in the 
planting. The trees w ill be n a ­ 
tive to the region, with a heavy 
concentration of Coulter, Jeffrey 
and Ponderosa pine.

At Trailer Parks 


Rules 
for 
trailer 
courts 
in 
Riverside county were set up by 
the county planning commission 
at their m e e t i n g last Friday 
after much discussion over w hat 
they term ed a growing county 
prooblem—the rapid grow th of 
such parks. 
Since the enactm ent of the b a ­ 
sic zoning law in January which 
sets up a period system for 70- 
odd industries w ishing to e stab ­ 
lish them selves in the county. 70 
per cent of th e permit app lica­ 
tions have been for trailer courts 
alone. 


THE PLANNERS, after m uch 
discussion, laid down the rules 
which 
any 
more 
new 
trailer 
courts will have to live up to.

days—the El Mirador hotel. After another year’s delay, 
the federal court has decided that the former owners 
, (Warren Pinnev and associates) lost their status as such 
when their corporation was dissolved. Mr. Pinney won 
the first round a year ago but the government appealed 
the case and this week the lower court's decision was re­ 
versed. The famed El Mirador tower which was a symbol 
of this desert playground in its blossoming days now 
stands as a silent reminder of government red tape and 
stupidity. Serving no useful purpose, either for the fed­ 
eral government or a n y o n e else, the former hostelry is 
growing old and shabby. Whoever is next in the priority 
line we don't recall—but the government's chances of 
getting another million dollar bid for the property look 
mightv slim. 
In the meantime, the site for the proposed new Com­ 
munity hospital building—about eight acres in the rear 
of the property—is still in the name of Uncle Sam on 
the county records. How and when title to this piece of 
the “surplus property" will be obtained by the newly or­ 
ganized Hospital District seems to be a question no one is 
able to answer right now. 


SETTING A GOOD EXAMPLE for other tax levying 
bodies, the flood control commissioners and the sanitary 
district board are holding down their budgets so the tax 
rate can be lowered to compensate for the recent heavy 
increase in assessed valuations. If the tax rate is now low­ 
ered considerably, property owners are going to get an 
awful jolt when their tax bills arrive. 
Headed by Chairman Culver Nichols, and Commission­ 
ers Herbert Samson and W. R. Hillery, kept the budget 
for this zone to a minimum. The result was that the bud­ 
get for all six flood control zones in the county was re­ 
duced about $>47,000. 
The sanitary district board followed with a budget 
th at will reduce its tax levy from 16 to 9 cents per $100 
valuation. This action recognizes the broader tax base and 
avoids a heavy increase in tax bills. The sanitary district 
board members are George Roberson, president, Ray 
Sorum, Carl Lykken. Clarence Hyde and Harold Hicks, 
with “Pete" Peterson secretary. The flood commissioners 
and sanitary board members are to be commended for 
holding the line in their budgets. 
It is hoped th at the school board and other bodies 
will follow the good example set by these two tax levying 
groups. Otherwise taxpayers would find a staggering in­ 
crease in their bills. It is a temptation to increase budgets 
when there are so many demands for increased county 
services, but these groups have realized that a heavy 
increase in county taxes would drive residents and busi­ 
ness out of the area. 


NO ONE responded when President Bob Hargis called for 
the introduction of visiting Rotarians at the local club's 
meeting at Chi Chi last Wednesday. Nor were there any 
members with guests. It was some sort of a record, even 
for the summer months, and quite a contrast to wintpr 
meetings when visitors far out-number local members. 
The speaker was even a Palm Springs Rotarían, Harry 
Harper, who gave an impromptu talk on the coming zone 
election—and exposed Ed Delaney as a former German 
propaganda broadcaster. It is Delaney 
who has been 
carrying the fight over the air for Guiberson's uncon­ 
trolled industrial zone and attempting to incite other 
residents of the county against desert area dwellers.
